COUNCIL INFORMED 
ROYAL TRAIN WILL 
NOT STOP HERE 


A regular meeting of tlye town 
council was held with Mayor J. A. 
Menard in the chair and Councillors 
T. C. Brown, D. MacDonald, W. E. 
Thompson, P. Deshayes, L. Michael 
and J. H. ‘Wright present. 

It was decided that the assessment 
of land including buildings and im- 
provements made in the year 1988 b: 
valid for the year 1939, subject tu 
the right of appeal and the secretary- 
treasurer was appointed assessor to 
assess all parcels and improvement: 
which did not appear on the assess 
ment roll of the previous year. 

In acordance with the desire that 
the train conveying their Majestic 
should stop in Gleichen in order tha 
the school children might have an op 
portunity of seeing them a represen 
tative committee ‘of the various or 
ganizations in town at‘a meeting ha: 
drafted a letter and sent it to th 
governments of the province and th 
Dominion putting forth the reques 
that the train either come to a sto, 
at Gleichen or proceed at the most re 
duced speed possible through th 
town. Ai letter Idad been receiv 
from Ottawa regretting that th 
Tequest could not be granted. 

The rnayor acting as one of th 
committee to investigate the condi 
tion of the Gleichen Hotel neported 
that it was in such a condition tho 
it woulc be practically impossible t 
use this building for habitation. 1 
the first place it would have to be re 
wired in order to ligh it as the pres 
ent wiring was not according to t: 
«ode. Some fixtures had been re 
moved and it would require conside1 
able expense to put it anywhere i: 
shape for use and it was considere 
absolutely unsafe as a residence fro 
position. If the inside partition 
‘were removed it might be used for a 
implement shed. 

A list of water pressures taken r 
cently was read and showed an ave 
age pressure all over of approxiatel, 
28 pounds. 

In accordance with the resolutio 
giving the water works committe 
power to act in securing all details ir 
connection with the water system : 
letter had been written to the Cal 
gary Power Co. to ascertain the poss’ 
hility of their acquiring the wate 
works system and information as t 
their rates to consumers, etc shoul 
they purchase it. A letter was read 
from the company stating that they 
find it impossible to consider th: 
matter. 

The problem of puttting the water- 
works back in repair was discussed 
from many angles. The question 
arose as to the possibility of procur- 
inging a loan under the Municipal 
Improvements Assistance Act 1938, 
and put the water works back in re- 
pair and at the same time extending 
it over the whole of the town where 
found possible to do so. As this mat- 
ter would require considerable study 
and preparation it was sugigested 
that a committee be appointed to 
investigate the physical details and 
another committee to look into the 
financial details of the proposal. It 
mas finally dicided that the finance 
and waterworks committee would 
look into the matter, financial and 
other wise of the proposed project 
and report to the mayor their find- 
ing and a special meeting be called. 

A letter had been received from 
the Calgary relief office stating that 
a former Gleichen family had applied 
for relief. As this family was a re- 
sponsibility of this town the letter 
advised that emergent relief would 
be supplied and charged to Gleichen. 

Councillors {Thomposn and Miichael 
carried a resolution that the Calgary 
office be notified that this family be 
notified to return to Gleichen and 
take up residence within the bound- 
ary of the town in order to obtain re- 
lief, in accordance with the relief act. 

A provincial relief recipient had ap- 
plied to the town for a house, owing 
to his having been notified to vacate 
the house now occupied by him. He 
was told there was no vacant houses 
in town and would have to go to some 
of the nearby towns to find a house. 

A by-law to amend the zoning by- 
law and take into the commercial 
limits certain lots was given a couple 
of readings and passed in each in- 
stance, This by-law will get its final 
reading, when the government of- 
ficials have put their stamp of ap- 
proval on it. e

The Modern Juggernaut — 


In a total of 242 accidents at highway crossings in Canada last year 96 | 
persons lost their lives and 300 others were more or less severely injured, 
according to the annual report of the Board of Transport Commissionrs for 
Canada recently tabled in the House of Commons and the Senate. 

It is interesting to note that of the total 40 occurred at protected 
crossings entailing a loss of 14 lives and 42 injured, the remaining 202 hav- 
ing taken place at crossings devoid of any warning devices with a toll of 
82 deaths and 258 injured. 

Further information contained in a summary of the report issued to the 
press of the country reveals that of the total 242 highway crossing acci- 
dents, 150 occurred in the daytime and 92 at night. Further analysis shows 
that of this number 63 accidents with 13 persons killed and 91 injured were 
caused by motor vehicles running into the sides of trains, 22 of them in 
daylight and 41 at night, bringing death to 13 and injury to 91 more. 

“The number of accidents at night’, the summarized report adds, 
“would indicate that auto drivers are outdriving their headlights, and are 
paying little or no attention to the provincial statutes governing the speed 
of operation of autos when approaching and passing over highway cross- 
ings.” 

While this toll of life and limb and suffering at highway crossings is 
far too heavy and serious enough to warrant indictment of a large number 
of motorists on the grounds of both carelessness and, what is less excusable, 
recklessness, the official responsible for the preparation of the press sum- 
mary has one consoling word for the public when he adds: “It is gratifying 
to note that in 1938 there were less crossing accidents and casualties than 
in any year since 1934.” 

The summarized report gives the Board of Transport Commissioners | 
some credit for this reduction, at least by inference, by pointing out that 
there were 23 accidents less during the last six weeks of the year as com-| 
pared with the same period of 1937, since a new order went into effect on} 
October 15, 1938, lengthening the last blast of the whistle to be sounded | 
by locomotives approaching public crossings. 

* * * * 
Value Of Protective Devices 


A summary of a report cannot be expected to contain all the informa- 
tion in the report itself or even of all the highlights in the report, but one | 
could wish that, on a subject of such importance to the public at large, it | 
contained more data to enable one to draw more definite conclusions as to 
the trend in highways. - 

For instance, to appreciate the value of protective devices at highway 
crossings it would be important to know what percentage of the total num- 
ber of such crossings are equipped with one or another of the various warn- 
ing devices in use and how many are entirely unprotected, except perhaps 
with the ordinary “stop” sign, which appears to be almost entirely dis- 
regarded by the great majority of car drivers. The summary does not 
give this information but the unprotected crossings, especially in the 
west, probably far outnumber the protected crossings than the five to one

If this is the case, it can be reasonably assumed that gates, | 


respectively. 
lash signals, electric bells, wigwags and watchmen are not responsible for 
much, if any, reduction in loss of life and injury at crossings thus equipped. 


The very fact that the lengthening of a locomotive whistle blast on ap-| 


proaching a public crossing resulted in a marked decrease in highway cross- 
ing accidents towards the end of the year, assuming that the official's diag- 
nosis of the cause of the reduction is correct, indicates that not all the 
blame for all of the accidents can be laid at the door of the careless or 
reckless motorist, or at least that the railways themselves, with or without 
instructions from the board, can reduce the hazards of these crossings. 


* * * * 


Enforcement Needed 


This, however, does not relieve the motorist of responsibility for taking 
every precaution to protect his own life and of his passengers. Apart from 
anything that may be pointed out in the report or its summary, it is com- 
mon knowledge that there is far too much carelessness on the part of auto- 
mobile and truck drivers on the highways and particularly at railway cross- 
ings and it would appear that penalties for non-observance of the ordinary 
prescribed precautions at these danger spots could with advantage be made 
more severe, particularly where recklessness is shown. Moreover, if these 
penalties were made sufficiently stiff to act as a deterrent and careful 
drivers would assume the role of policeman and report all infringements, 
thus ensuring enforcement of the law, a more substantial reduction in high- 
way crossing accidents might be expected to ensue. 

It is quite evident that a number of these accidents are the result of 
recklessnss, amounting to criminality, for no less than 23 of the accidents 


reported to the board, involving nine dead and 25 injured, occurred at.cross- | 


ings where bell and wigwag were operating, and even where ‘gates were 
installed and in operation eight accidents occurred bringing death to two 
and injury to another half dozen,

Sir Wilfred Made First Visit Forty- 
Seven Years Ago 

Sir Wilfred Grenfell has passed 
his 74th birthday. It is 47 years ago) 
since he set sail from England for 
the Labrador coast in the little 
ketch, ‘‘Albert” to investigate for the 
Royal National Mission to Deep Sea 
Fishermen conditions among the 
fishermen there. He found no resi- 
dent doctor along the whole thou- 
sand miles of coast. The govern- 
ment mail boat carried a doctor but 
the calls of this steamer at the little 
ports were brief and infrequent. Dur- 
ing that first summer, 900 patients 
were treated, many for accidents 
which had occurred years back and 
left the victims cripples or invalids. | 

Then he was an interne in London} 
Hospital. Now he is known through- 
out the world as “Grenfell of Lab- 
rador” or “The Labrador Doctor”. 
The intervening years have seen the 
establishment of a chain of little hos- 
pitals and nursing stations along the 
coast of northern Newfoundland and 
the Labrador.

To See In The Dark 


New Invention That May Prove A 
Boon To Motorists 

An apparatus which, utilizing an 
invisible ray known as “black light,” 
will enable motorists to see in the 
dark has been produced by a Liver- 
pool radio engineer and an Oxford 
University research chemist, after 
experiments which have gone on for 
12 months. The ray is possessed by 
no other country in Europe, and will 
make vehicles, roads, signposts, etc., 
brilliantly luminous without being 
seen from the air. Thus the neces- 
sity of traffic slowing down to a 
crawl and the danger of collisions 
in a black-out will be reduced. 

The invention consists of an ap- 
paratus which, weighing only 10 
pounds and taking its power from 
the ordinary motor car battery, 
throws out an invisible ray of light. 
The rear of vehicles, kerbs, sign- 
posts and grass verges would be 
treated with special liquid, to be 
available at a low cost, and immedi- 
| ately the ray came in contact with 
| them they would become brilliantly 
|luminous. The glow produced would 
| not carry more than 200 feet. 

The cost of producing the appar- 
atus for projecting the ray is at the 
moment about £16, but the cost 
could be considerably reduced by 
mass production. The invention, it 
is claimed, wilt revolutionize motor 
transport.—Industrial Britain.

TEACHER’S PENSION 
PLAN WILL BE 
CARRIED OUT 


The province of Alberta has never 
had a teachers’ pension plan  al- 
though for more than a quarter of a 
century teachers have been pointing 
out the value and urging the need 
of it. The Hon, J. R. Boyle Minister 
of Education in the Sifton and 
Stewart governments promised it 
but his promises were never fulfilled. 
[The U. F. A. government recognized 
its urgent need but likewise) did noth- 
ing except to pass a resolution em- 
powering the minister to make grants 
to teachers who by reason of long 
service and disability were unable to 
continue in their profession, This 
was a straight fund for indigent 
teachers and has continued up until 
the present but even now not all in- 
digent teachers are being cared for. 
Last year the government’s expendi- 
tures for this purpose amounted tu 


Alberta so far as its teachers are 
concerned is like a pensionless island 
in the British Empire; an economic 
island surrounded by operating and 
effective pension systems—the only 
“blank spot” in the whole British Em- 
pire so far as pensions are conce!n- 
ed. 

The government and especially the 
department of education and the Al- 
berta Teachers Association have 
given much study and consideration 
to all the other systems in operation 
and as a result a proposed bill con- 
taining the best that could be learned 
from them has been drafted. 

Very little money by way of con- 
tribution from the government will 
be necessary in the early stages of 
operation because the government 
does not have to contribute to the 
fund. The government matches with- 
drawals from the fund only dollar 
for dollar. That is to say tha govern- 
ment matches dollar for dollar what 
the fund pays to the beneficiary and 
not what the teachers pay into the 
fund, 

Every teacher in elementary inter- 
mediate high technical vocational and 
separate schools will come under the 
provisions of the bill will not be re- 
rovisions of the bill wil not be re- 
troactive and will become effective 
on September 1st after receiving as- 
sent, 

The proposed bill calls for a con- 
tribution of three per cent of their 
salaries from all teachers. Other 
funds received by the board will in- 
clude gifts and legacies and income 
derived from the fund. 

All shcoo] boards will be obligated 
to make the deduction of 3 per cent 
from every teacher’s salary and to 
make the returns to thle government 
every six months. The government 
will deduct from the school ‘grants 
the amounts collected by the school 
board from the teacher. and the pro- 
vincial treasurer will pay to the fund 
the amounts retained from the 
grants,
